He made go<Kl by a close 
margin from the po<»rly riddim Alma Dufour.

CHURCHILL DOWNS IN DANGER. 

lioulsvllle. Ky.. December 28. — If the annexation 
ordinance introduced In the city council several 
weeks ago is passed, it is proliable that the famous 
rai-e track. Churchill Downs, w’ill be divided into 
building lots aud put on the market. The tax 
under the proposed ordinance of $1.75 per $100 of 
valuation will be too heavy for the management to 
keep the property for race track puriKi.ses. Doug- 
las Park, the other track here, may uot l>e brouglit 
within the city limits, and If not will be kept in 
repair. What tlie intentions of the present sheriff 
are regarding track betting is not known, but it 
is thought no race meeting will be attempted if he 
pursuea the policy of hla predecessor. 



CAPTURES THE PORTLAND HANDICAP 
FROM GRACE G. AND PREJUICIO. 

Belle Kinney in a Canter — Wing Ting Fails 
Her Backers Disastrously — St. Avon 
Continues Winning. 



Oakland, C-aL, December 28. — ^Tho lieavy precipi- 
tation of the early morning converted the track at 
Oakland into a shallow canal, and racing over it 
during the day w’as attended with several reversals 
of fwm. Tills applied particularly to the running 
of the two main races, the Portland Handicap at 
six furlongs and the handii*ap at a mile ami a 
sixteenth, in which horses three years old and over 
were ongagtsl. The crack three-y€‘ar-old, Gemmell, 
defeated fast opiK>neuts in tlie stake race, leading 
all the way. in 1:15 flat, extra good time for the 
bog-like course. Jack Nunnally, the holder of tin* 
-American record for five furlongs, and a hot favorite 
in the betting, finished last, barring Huerfano, the 
uncousidered second string to the Thomas Hj. 
Williams entry. 

Gemmell and Jack Nunnally were l>oth sired hy 
Rubicon, and arc a wonderfully fast pair of racers 
over a fast track, how'over to<lay’s running between 
them has Invariably been rcverse<l previously. 

The worst upset was reserved for the secondary 
feature, where A. Muskialay gallop<*d away from 
Wing Ting as if she wras anchored. J. S. Hawkins, 
the owner of the fleet Star Shoot filly, has earned 
notoriet.r since the present meeting began for the 
1110011*^1811*111 running of hl.s horses, but to<lay’8 .*«how- 
ing of Wing Ting cappi^l the climax to a long 
series of disaiqwinting exhibitions. 

A couple of fly-by-night bookmakers, who had 
just cut in and were operating uiuicr the name 
of tlio Golden Gate Club, furnished a lot of ex- 
j citement and incident in the ring just after the 
running of the first race, by attempting to get 
away and off the traefc without going through the 
formality of paying off winning w’agcrs on Sam 
Barber. 

One of tlicso w’ortbies went by the name of Ed 
Wilk«*rsori and w’as also known as Crosby. The 
oth«*r said be was E. J. Crover, of New York. Their 
bank roll consisted of a regulation <*ashier’s leatln*r 
sack, filled with iron washers and ostentatiously 
displayed. Two reputable bookmakers’ clerks named 
E. B. Graham and George Palmer w’ere engagt*d 
as outside man and blockman respectively. As fast 
as the money was taken in, Wilkerson and Crosby 
shoved it Into a white canvas sack. They sauntered 
out to the law’u to view the race. Palmer, whose 
suspicions had been aroused, followed them. When 
Sam Barber’s number was displayed as the winner, 
the pair made for the gate, where an automobile 
was in w’aiting for them, but through Palmer’s 
vigilance they were apprehended. Had Rose Cherry 
won, and tlie majority of the spectators thouglit 
.she had and disagreed with the judges’ pla(*ing, 
Wilkerson and Crosby would have w’on over $l,o6o 
to the race. As it was they only lost a trifle over 
$100 with Sam Barber’s victory. 

The secretary was late in coming around for the 
$360 of cut-in money, so the association was out 
that amount. It also made good in wagers. 

NEW YEAR HANDICAP WEIGHTS. 

New Orleans, La., December 28. — Weights for 
the New Year Handicap, to be run Wednesday next, 
were announced this afternoon. The conditions of 
the race calls for three-year-olds, now two-year-olds, 
at one mile, and the best <Jf-.thelr age racing here 
are eligible to start.

known bookmaker, Steve L’Hommedieu, was restored 
to good standing. L’Hommedieu was ruled off dur- 
ing the fall meeting held at Churchill Dow’us in 1905 
by Judge Price for offering inducements to jockey 
Fischer to pull bis mount in a race. L’Hommedieu 
has been in trouble at Chicago and New York tracks 
liefore, but his promises of future good conduct led 
the committee to give him another chance.

We have improved our dirt tracks to the 
limit. England and France still race on grass. 
Yet the ‘times’ publi.slied in the sporting press 
ttcat ours to flinders, notwithstanding that George 
Voorlues in P.HM) deelared that although he per 
sonally made the English limes quite as fast as the 
n*|M»rts show, he also thought that ‘all Engll.*<h 
tra<-ks except Lingfield, Brighton and Epsom, were 
fp»»m two to four seconds slower than our dirt 
traeks with two tlirown up turns.’ This Ls Auieri 
can practical and exi)crt evidence, and we can 
aei-ept it. Still with ‘records’ being made almost 
exeliKively by selling platers, and very seldom by 
really high-class horses, and with sn<-li records 
* being ma<le from ton to twenty iiounds ‘off’ from 
the M*ale, what is the \aliie of '“mere ‘time’? Ex 
eept a.s a hast*— and a very iHK»r one at that— for 
aligning individual form on which to handicap. 
It is of no value on earth as deteriiiining the qual 
ity of a horse, unless i‘ii<Iors(*d by obvious ‘class.’ 
Ibirsea* like Sysouby and Colin run very few ‘rec- 
ord -break lug’ races. There is no need for them to 
do so. They win on ‘class’.”

Owners, Breeders, Jockeys, Trainers and 
Others Who Passed Away. 



The ever-bnsy re.tper gathered his crop from the 
race track in 11K17, as from all other walks of life. 
Venerable figures removed were “Pa” Bradley. 
bree<ler, owner and eccentric; Charles Kerr, a kindly 
obi gentleman, known to all California turfmen; 
S’. Y. Keene, a Nestor among Kentucky breeders, 
and wielder of a pointed and expressive pen; Wil- 
liam Mulkey, perhaps the pioneer Missouri breeder 
of thoroughbreds, and Nathaniel Dyment, long one 
of the foremost fosterers of racing in Canada. 
Others who answered the last call were Alexander 
Shields, whose triumphs with Ilermls, Logan, Ad- 
vance Guard and many other fast horses gave him 
great renown on the turf; Joseph Harvey, one of 
the best-known sportsmen of San Francisco; Charles 
•Marvin, a great trainer and driver of trotters, hut 
wise ill the training of tlioroughhreds as well; 
E. T. Uttlefield a member of the noted Maryland 
family of owners, trainers and riders; Chauncey 
Bliss, one of the first men to make book in this 
country; Robert A. Pinkerton, long controller of the 
|M)llcing of Ibe New York traeks and in every way 
:in admirable man; ('liarb*s E. Trevathau, writer, 
racing judge, and taken at an age when ripening 
into great promise as an author; John S. Bratton, 
an owner of proinim*nce when racing flourished at 
St. IxHiis, and George II. Knhl, a modest, unobtru- 
sive man and long popular here as secretary of the 
Chicago Jo4-key Club when racing was carried on 
at lYawl borne.

They are the California .Tm key Chib's 
Futurity of 190J), for foals of 1907 and the Futurity 
of 1910, for entries of uiares. Nothing helps more 
to sell a well bred and giKxl looking yearling than 
nominations to rich produce stakes and the more 



intelligent and progressive breeders are well aware 
of this, act aceordiiigly aud reap Uie proi*c*r re- 
ward «»r their eiilerprise wliee they market llu’lr 
yei^lings. Now here is a ease where it is manifest 
that iiomlnations from lireeders are needed to hiiild 
up two great new stakes, that once well estab- 
lished, will eontribnte to largely enhance the selling 
value of every eligible youngster. In establishing 
such everts. President Williams deservi*s the snpixtrt 
of the breeders, such slakes lx*ing more immediately 
in their interest than in that of any otlK*r classy. 
Not all breeders, but the majority, have been ac- 
ciiseil of being selfish and disposed to wait for the 
apples that other people kmnrk down, but here is 
a case for action from selfishness, if for not better 
reason.
